The King t ſo much the more intent upon this great Work, having been 
here Himſelt a Witneſs, with great Compaſſion, of the Miſeries you were all 
involv'd in, when another Party prevailed, and you may therefore eaſily ima- 
gine, it will be a more than ordinary SatisfaRtion to His Majelty to ee this King- 
dom once again eſtabliſhed in Peace and Profperity, becauſe, by His Perſonal 
Valour and Conduct, He had fo Great and Glorious a Part in Relieving you 
from the Calamities under which you then laboured: And Their Majcſties be- 
ing, in Their own Royal Judgments, fatisfied, that a Country fo fertile by 
Nature, and ſo advantage {cituated for Trade and Navigation, can want 
nothing but the Blefling of aPeace, ang the help of ſome good Laws, to make 
it as Rich and Flouriſhing as moſt of ir} Neighbours: They hope for the firſt 
from the Hand of GOD, the Author and Giver of all Bleflings: The other 
chey expect trom the wiſe, ſober, and calm Determinations of your own Coun- 
lels, which being what depends fo 'cwghiog your flyes, Their Majeſties can- 
not think, that either They, or you, will be diſappointed in it, eſpecially ſince 
I am ordered to affure you, There ſhall be nothing- wanting on Their Parts, 
that may contribute to your Perſe and Laſting Happine(s 3 for the more effe. 
&ual Accompliſhments whereof, I am particular;y commanded to put you in 
mind of the Duty we all owe to GOD Almighty, whoſe conſtant and reli- 
gious Worlhip Their Majeſttes recommend to be daily carried on, both by your 
Care and Example, with all Piety and Devotion in all Decency and Order. 

His Maeſty has that entire Confidence in your Loyalty and Duriful Aﬀection, 
and af the grateful Sence you have of what He has done-for you, that he can- 
not doubr of your Afﬀiſtance in- what ſhall. be neceflary for His Service, and 
your own Security; and 'tis upon that Afſurange, that He has commanded me 
to acquaint you, That the preſent eſtabliſhed Revenue of this Kingdom is not 
ſufficient to defray the Expence of ſuch an Army as mult be kept up tor the 
common Safety, and the 6ther necetlary Charges of the Government. Ir is a 
very great Trouble t> His Majeſty, that the Necefliry of His Affairs compels 
him to recommend this to your Conſideration, and to ask for a Supply, at a 
Time when the Kingdom 1s in fo low a Condition, and hath ſuffered ſg much 
in the late War, yet the Sum will /be ſo moderate, and the Methods of railing 
ir fo calle, that His Majeſty cannot doubt of your ready Complyance.

Shall trouble you but little at this time concerning my ſelf, whom Their 
! Majelties have thought fit ro Conſticure Their Lieutenant here, hoping it 
may be better to be known to you by an Equal and Impartial Adminiſtration 
of the Government, than by any Expreflions from the 'Throne, which may 
ſzem to have too much of Afﬀectation in them ; yet this I will venture to tell 
you, That will uſe all the Diligence and Application I can to diſcharge this 
great Truit Their Majeſties have been pleaſed ro repoſe in me, and ſhall think 
my Rf very happy, it- by any Pains or Care of mine I may be inftrumental to 
the reltoring you tothat Peace and Uniry, to that Plenty and Wealth, in which 
{ my ſelf have formerly ſeen you. ſo well eſtabliſhed. And as I doubt not of 
vour carrying on "Their Majelties. Service with that "Temper and Moderation 
as is abſoluteiy neceflary to a laſting Serrlement , fo I do aflure you, that your 
Readineſs in Complying with what Their Majelties deſire ſhall loſe no part of 
its Duty, or any good Qualiry that may make it che moſt acceptable ro Their 
Majelties, in the Repreſentation that I ſhall taichfully and conſtantly make 


of it. 
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
